There are three natural 
terraces in the canon wall, and the 
dwellings open back from them. Nar- 
row steps in the rock, now almost 
worn away, seem to indicate that this 
was the method employed in ascent 



Several of the houses were explored, 
and large quantities of pottery and 
some Instruments, evidently used for 
cultivating the soil, were found. In 
one house a skeleton of a man was dis- 
covered, not over four feet eight inches 
in height. The canon at this place is 
half a mile wide, and shows every evi- 
dence of having been cultivated. If 
this proves to be a fact on later exami- 
nation it will throw new light on these 
mysterious people of long ago. As far 
as known no other evidence of cultiva- 
tion has ever been discovered of this

England Refuses to Recognize 
Nicaraguan Sovereignty Over 

The Mosquito Strip, and a British 
Vessel Will Be Sent to Bluefields.

Managua, Nov. 88.- The Nicaraguan 
government has been Informed by the 
British minister. Mr. Gosling, that 
Great Britain ha* refused to recognize 
Nicaraguan sovereignty over the Mos- 
quito Strip, and Mr. Gosling has sent 
to Port Limon asking that a British 
warship be sent to Bluefields. In pur- 
suance to instructions the Nicaraguan 
minister at Washington, Mr. Ouxeman, 
advised the United States government 
of Great Britain'* action, and he was 
informed that Ambassador Bayard had 
been instructed to lay the matter be- 
fore Lord Kimberly. 

Wasiiingtox, Nov. 28.— As a result of 
"a conference at Woodley, Tuesday, be- 
tween the president and Secretary 
Ciresham, the cruiser Columbia, which 
has been for several weeks at Kingston, 
Jamaica, was cabled peremptory 
order* to proceed at once to Blue- 
fields for the protection of American 
interests. 

Mr. Gresham's visit to the president's 
country home followed Immediately 
upon an interview he had with the 
Nicaraguan minister. All the officials 
acquainted with the affair refuse to 
divulge the reason of the hurried or- 
ders to the Columbia, or to confirm 
statements from Panama in regard to 
a refusal of Great Britain to recognize 
the Nicaraguan government. 

It is learned, however, on excellent 
authority, that not only the Columbia, 
but the Marblehead, which arrived at 
Kingston Tuesday, will remain at 
Bluefields this winter, and that the 
Montgomery may be sent there from 
Mobile, and that preliminary orders 
have been sent to New York to have 
all the ships in commission of the 
North Atlantic squadron prepared for 
a West Indian cruise at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

In addition, the sailing orders for the 
San Francisco, which was to leave De- 
cember IS to become the flagship in 
European waters, have l>een withheld, 
and she mav be sent immediately to 
the Gulf of .Mexico. 

The Castine's cruise to the south At- 
lantic, which was to commence early 
next month, will in all probability be 
interrupted when she reaches the West 
Indies. Instructions to prepare the 
Minneapolis for sea at onoe have also 
been sent to navy department chiefs. 

There seems to be in fact almost a 
war scare pervading the navy, brought 
about by diplomatic rumors to the ef- 
fect that Great Britain, which,. several 
months ago, expressed willingness to 
recog nize the full jurisdictional rights 
of Nicaragua over the Mosquito coast, 
had shown a disposition to resent what 
appears to be the practical annexation 
of that territory ami its complete in- 
corporation as a portion of Nicaragua. 

As long as the intcr-oceanic canal 
bill seemed under favorable considera- 
tion at the last session of congress. 
Great Britain remained quiescent in 
the Mosquito controversy, and as a re- 
sult of conferences which were held at 
Waf.ington, Lord Rosebery's cabinet 
con ft ti ted to receive a special envoy 
from Nicaragua, whose mission related 
solely to the abrogation of the treaty, 
which gave Great Britain a guardian- 
ship over the now almost extinct tribe 
of Mosquito Indians. 

This envoy, it is understood, has 
been in London for some time, but 
when congress adjourned without act- 
ing upon the canal bill the reorgani- 
sation committee of the canal com- 
pany went to England in September 
last to seek money, and the sug- 
gested abrogation of the the Brit- 
ish treaty has been put in the back- 
ground. 

Not. until Tuesday was it definitely 
learned that Great Britain had de- 
clined to recognize the legality of the 
new order of things on the Mosquito 
coast, and that it had so notified Nic- 
aragua, although such action had been 
anticipated for seversl weeks, which 
accounts for the fact that the Colum- 
bia and Marblehead were not long ago 
brought home.
